Dravrox.—The man who 
committed suicide in New Bedford on Wed- 
nesday vas Capt. Drayton, who attempted to 
carry away seventy slaves from Washington 


in the echooner Pearl, in 1848, and was sen- 


tenced to twenty years imprisonment and pat- 


doned by President Fillmore after four years 


incarceration, The New Berdford Standard 


says— 


“Since his release, Capt Drayton has trav- 
elled in the Free States, selling his personal 
n rrative and other anti-slavery works, and 
speaking for the great cause in which he act« 
ed so heroically, He has frequently visited 
New Bedtord, and usually called upon us; 
and we rejoiced as much to take him by the 
hand as we do to greet one of the venerable 
Revolutionary patriots whose stubborn ‘fana- 
ticism’ for liberty will be celebrated next 
week. 

Capt. Drayton's health was completely 
shattered by the hardships he had undergone 
atthe hands of the kidnappers, No victim 
ofan Algerine pirate ever fared worse than @ 
man faresin this age who exercises practical 
Christianity in the Siave States. Not being 
able to pursue any active business, or resum? 
his old calling of a mariner, Capt. Drayton 
has maintained himself and family by the sale 
ot books, as aforesaid, and by private contri- 
butions Ile was a native of New Jersey, 
born in 1802, was a member of the Methodist 
Byiscopal Church, and leaves a widow and 
several children. Ife was a tall spare man, 
with a very resolute look, and frank, engag- 
ing manners, 

In consequence of low spirits, induced by 
broken health, Capt. Drayton has probahly 
for some time meditate! selt-destruction. He 
met an old triend, Wm. Bush, in this city,on 
Wednesday last, and observed that he came 
here to die, and wished te be properly inter- 
red. Tlis triend receive. the sad remark as a 
jest. But alas ! that nobl> heart has ceased 
to pulsate ; that self-sacrificing soul has gone 
to its home with the Heavenly Father, 


Capt. Drayton had about $12 in money on 
his person. Some friends who knew and 
reverenced the departed, haye attended to its 


proper entombment. The Worcester Spy 


says; 


“Rev. E. E. Hale, formerly of this city, but 
now of Boston,has always manifested a warm 
intere-tin the welfare ot Capt. Dravton and 
his family, and we believe that throuzh his 
assistance the children of this old hero were 
provided with good vomes,when both parents 
were weighed down with sickness and pri- 
vations.’

rule, and the obligations signed by one to-day, 
will be ignored the next by another. In ad- 
dition to the traditionary history of our gov- 
ernment, it is also wise, he thinks, in this 
case, as the President has done,to have avoid- 
ed the ‘entangling alliance,’ proposed by 
Great Britain on the China question. If the 
allies fail, we get none of the opprobrium ; if 
they succeed, the tenor of existing treaties 
confers the same rights,

“Immediately after committing the mur- 
ders at Spirit Lake, the Indians, with their 
captives, started westward, and travelled for 
about one month, through acircuitous, rough 
route, unknown to any except the savages, 
and encamped at last at a place cal ed Skunk 
Lake, west of the Big Sioux river, and about 
one hundred and fifty miles north-west of 
Spirit Lake, where the outrages were com- 
mitted, 
jected to the severest tardships and torture, 
being compelled to carry heavy packs of shot 
and to perform the most degrading service by 
day, and submit to the most brutal outrages 
by night. For the first few days of their cap- 
tivity they resisted their tormentors,but were 
beaten with clubs and«threatened to be shot 
until they at last submitted, in the hope soon 
to be re-cued. 

“Mrs. Thatcher, who was in feeble hea 
was unable to carry the burdens imposed up-| 
on her, and when endeavoring to cross the 
Rig Sioux river upon some trees which the 
Indians cut down on both sides to forma 
bridge, she, being very weak, lost her balance 
and tell into the river, She dropped her bur- 
den and succeeded in swimming almost to the 
shore, when an Indian deliberate ‘ly aimed his 
rifle at her and shot her through the head, 
killing her instantly. The body was lett to 
float down the current, which was reddened 
by her warm life blood. This tragic scene 
was hailed by the Indian women (who seem- 
ed jealous of the presence of the white cap- 
tives) with wild shouts of exultation. Mrs. 
Marble informs me that she and her surviv- 
ing companions read with a dreadful certainty 
the fate which awaited them when 
should overtake them."

They are generally very flush with tne cotton 
trade of the season, and will probably buy 
more goode than they have ever taken before. 
The credit of the South here is unboutded at 
present, and the West is now looking up fi- 
nancially, in prospect of good crops. There 
have been one or two bad failures in the Cali- 
fornia trade, which has been enormously ov- 
erdone. California has probably a larger 
supply of merchandize, in proportion to its 
capacity of consumption, than any other mar- 
ket in the world.

Mysterious Murder.—Miss Emma Brewley, 
daughter of Henry H. Brewly, a New York 
merchant, was murdered at Fort Washington, 
on Staten Island, on Taesday morning. From 
the evidence at the inquest it appears that she 
was engaged to Mr. John G. Souler, of New 
York, who had courted her for three years 
and to whom she was going to be married in 
September; that her father had discarded her 
for this cause; that she was also acquainted 
with a young man named Horton, who is said 
to have been dismissed by her as a lover, 
Souler was in company with Miss Brewly at 
the time of her death, and he gives the follow- 
account of it:

Destructive Tornado, 


BUILDINGS DESTROYED IN READING. 


The storm of evening 


Thursday 


caused a great amount of destruction 


in Reading, and also, it is feared in 


other towns north of this. Portentous 


looking clouds began to gather about 


seven o'clock, with occasional vivid 
flashes of lightning, and strong wind, 
which increased until nearly nine
